No Trace 
Is Found 


... By Policemen 


New (Means — Heavily armed police rush- 


ed a rooftop hotel bunker Monday in search 
of snipers who killed six persons, but they 
found no trace of gunmen, and then conducted 
a room-by-room search that also proved futile. 


Police admitted there was a chance one 


or two snipers had escaped or there was only 
one gunman responsible for the deaths and 
the injuries of 17. Officers gave up the hunt 
shortly before midnight after a six-hour hotel 
search, that even included air ducts, turned 
up no one. 


One sniper was killed Sunday night by 


police gunfire from a helicopter which swooped 
over the roof of the hotel. At that time, police 
thought there was a total of three snipers. 


Police Supt. Clarence Giarrusso said Mon- 


day night he still believed there were at least 
two snipers originally, but "if they don't turn 
up anyone and there was another sniper, then 
he got away." 


"There's a gamut of possibilities ranging 


from police negligence to a superbrain sniper," 
said Giarrusso. 


He said there was a possibility there was 


only one sniper to start with, "but I don't 
think so." 


When the search ended, only a small group 


of officers remained at the battle-scarred hotel 
building. They were to guard against looting, 
a spokesman said. 


A gunman was killed by police marksmen 


firing from a military helicopter Sunday night 
as he bolted from a concrete block enclosure 
atop the hotel and ran a zigzag pattern across 
the roof. 


Body On Roof 


His body lay on the roof all night and 


all day Monday. Police technicians did not

move the body, but took fingerprints from 
it. 


Before the search, there was a report that 


one gunman was trapped in an air conditioning 
duct, but a search turned up no one. 


The officers climbed to the roof of the 


18-story 
Downtown 
Howard 
Johnsn 
Hotel, 


cautiously approached the concrete elevator 
shaft where the snipers were believed holed 
up and fired through a doorway. 


Wielding axes, police forced open the door 


and other officers followed with repeated rounds 
of automatic fire. 


Three policemen fell, apparently hit in the 


legs by ricocheting bullets. None was believed 
seriously hurt. 


Police appeared perplexed by the disap- 


pearance of the snipers from the rooftop. There 
also was no way to tell how many snipers 
remained alive. 


"Where in the he'll could he have gone?" 


asked Capt. Edward LaPorte. "They were there 
at 4 o'clock this morning." 


Trouble Begins Sunday 


The trouble began Sunday m o r n i n g . 


Authorities were called to the hotel to put 
out small fires, apparently set by the gunmen. 
When firemen tried to put out the b'aze, they 
were shot, 


Throughout the day and night, police tried 


to flush out the snipers. The gunmen first 
raced from floor to floor of the hotel, then 
took over the roof. 


The entire downtown area was cordoned 


off; public transit was halted at the edge of 
the battle zone; businesses urged customers 
and employes to stay home to avoid getting 
hit by gunfire. The hotel is about six blocks 
from the famed' French Quarter. 


Arson Scenes 


It is across the street from the scene of 


a fire last November in which five people 
died and \vas itself the scene of a blaze in 
July 1971 in which six people perished. Both 
fires were blamed on arson. No arrests have 
been made in either case.

Monday attached a $ 3 0 % 
million price tag to proposed 
construction recommended to 
meet correctional needs over 
the next seven years. 


Major new facilities include 


new medium security institu- 
tions at Lincoln and Omaha 
and a new maximum security 
prison in the Capital City. 


Heading the list for proposed 


construction in 1974-75 are the 
two Lincoln institutions, plus 
a diagnostic center for adult 
males in Lincoln. 


Planning funds for the three 


facilities will be sought from 
the 1973 Legislature. 


$5.9 Million Tag

State Patrol Unlikely To Reduce Its Height Requirement

Despite pressure from the Nebraska Mex- 


ican-American Commission, Col. J. E. Kruger, 
superintendant of the State Patrol, does not 
anticipate the 5'10" height requirement for state 
troopers will be lowered. 


Stan Porras, director of the commission, 


has approached the patrol about lowering the 
height standard to 5'8" in order that more 
Mexican-Americans might qualify to be state 
troopers. 


While Kruger said no final decision has 


been made on the request, he added that he 
expects no change will be made. 


Maj. E. P. Schroeder, g e n e r a l ad- 


ministrative officer for the patrol, indicated 
that the 342-man force currently has three 
troopers of Mexican-American descent — all 
of whom meet the height requirement. 


Schroeder said the patrol receives "very 


few applications from Mexican-Americans. He 
said he didn't know how many have been 
turned down on the height requirement. 


"It's 
hard to tell how many have been 


turned down because of the advance interview 
given to applicants. Normally, at that interview 
if they found that they didn't meet some re- 
quirement, they wouldn't make a formal ap- 
plication," he said. 


Porras agreed that the height requirement 


discourages 
many, 
including 
M e x i c a n - 


Americans, wishing to join the patrol. 


"I know for a fact of some (Mexican- 


Americans) who would have liked to join the 
Patrol but have not because of the height 
requirement. They get interested but when they 
find out about the height stipulation they figure 
'Oh, well,' and forget it. 


"I feel it would be good to increase minority 


representation on the State Patrol and other 
law enforcement agencies. I'm not saying there 
should be a quota, but I think more members 
of minority races on the force would encourage 
respect for the law. 


"When people have to deal with law en- 


forcement officials and they see that there 
are no people of their race on the force, they 
fail to see how the law relates to them,' 
Porras said. 


In addition to the 5'10" height requirement, 


prospective troopers must be U.S. citizizens, 
be between the ages of 21 and 35, weigh in 
proportion to their height, have 20:40 vision 
corrective to 20:20 and have good moral 
character." 


S c h r o p d e r noted that these require- 


ments can be changed from time to time 
to meet recruitment needs. For instance, the 
vision requirement was loosened from the old 
20:20 requirement without glasses as has the 
requirement that a trooprr c-pH'-'fo r* a 


Nebraska citizen. 


The 
height 
issue, 
he 
said, comes up 


periodically. However, that stmplation is not 
an issue at the moment because the patrol 
is at full-strength, he said. 


"If it's a major hurdle to meeting personnel 


needs, then we'll have to take a look at the 
standards," he said. 


The purpose of the 5'10" height requirement, 


Schroeder said, "is that a policeman by his 
size and physical appearance influences public 
reaction." 


Although he said it is rare that a stato 


trooper is ever challenged, size could be a 
factor discouraging some incidents. 


He did acknowledge though, that in approx- 


imately 25 states and on many local police 
forces the height requirement is 5'8". 


As for active recruiting among minorities, 


Schroeder said the patrol makes no special 
effort to reach them. 


"No, vvo could care Jess about a person'-: 


racial or religious background. We've never 
actively gone into the recruiting of minority 
groups. We have encouraged M e x i c a n - 
Americans and blacks to join the Patrol when 
they approached us." 


There are no blacks currently on the State 


Patrol. The most recent one, Schroeder said, 
left of his own volition in 1967 tc join the

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


Nearly a month ago a column appeared here which stimulated a 


friend to write back that the author's thinking was "anti-profit, anti- 
business, pro-socialism and pro-big-government. Enclosed with the 
critical note was a clipping from another newspaper of an award- 
winning editorial on the subject of the virtues of the free enterprise 
system and the profit motive. 


The thing has haunted this writer some simply because he is not 


what he was said to be. As for profit, if there could be none of it, then 
there could be no free enterprise system and there is no better system 
than that in the world. 


As for socialism, "it is a lofty ideal but it is a practical 


impossibility. It is probably because of its high idealism that it has 
attracted advocates from time to time but it contains so many 
liabilities that its assets simply could never be realized. 


But what some people don't realize is that there are many parts 


to our free enterprise system. The man or woman working on the 
assembly line or taking care of administrative detail in an office is 
just as important as the profit situation. 


our system is composed of a host of cause-and-effect 


relationships and it is ridiculous to say any difference with manage- 
ment brands one as socialistic. Equally important with profit are 
wages and employment, although there is a bit of the chicken-and-the- 
egg argument to that situation. 


A good example is the new approach that is expected to be taken 


in the coming months to the wage and price controls. Presumably, the 
controls on profits are to be relaxed somewhat, not tied so directly to 
a relationship with sales and net income of past years. 


Now. that may be perfectly good but it is not socialistic to ask 


what is going to happen to wages. It is only right that if we control 
wages, we should control profits and the controls should be as equally 
just as we humans can possibly make them. 


Profit is good and profit is essential to our economic system. It is 


essential to adequate investment capital and to adequate employment 
opportunities. Anyone in a non-profit situation is not going to have a 
job for very long. 


But does this mean that big business is righteous in all that it 


does? Does this mean that you cannot criticize business and 
management for any of their policies and procedures without 
branding yourself as a socialist? 


Is all organized labor socialistic because it seeks a bigger share of 


corporate profits in the form of wages? Do plain, ordinary people 
count in our free enterprise system or only those who are making a 
profit on their investment? 


It sounds pretty silly, doesn't it, that you can't question or 


criticize any aspects of the free enterprise system or the profit 
.principle without coming up painted red? 


It is because the system isn't perfect that we have anti-trust laws, 


a progressive income tax rate and various governmental regulatory 
-agencies. While it is an outstanding system, it is naive to think that all 
•'those who have an interest in it would be equally treated and 
; protected by one single interest group such as management. 


Some management will cheat employes, some will cheat 


consumers, some will cheat the government and some will not even 
•be honest with its own stock-holders. Of course you can't have jobs 
without profit and the better the profit, the better jobs will usually be. 
' 
But you can't have profit, either, with a good employment level 


•and without adequate wages. Nor are jobs and wages related to profit 
•out of the benevolence of the latter. 


As for government, we don't know of anyone who really wants 


big government more than they want good government. Fortunately, 
we are encouraged in this land to a divergency of thought which 
provides the checks and balances that are needed in all aspects of our 
lives.

Flu Germs Pop Out 
Once In Ten Years 


NEW YORK - Never one to 


shirk participation in the latest 
national trends. I caught myself a 
flu virus last week. 


This particular predator set 


was called the London flu, a 
civilian corruption of its true 
medical title which is A-English- 
4272 . . . the "A" standing for 
influenza type-A (the strain which 
attacks man. animals and birds), 
•"English" because it was first 
isolated in that country, and 
"4272" meaning it is the 42nd 
virus strain examined in the year 
'72.

I learned more than 
tlic average patient whose bout 
with flu teaches him how to 
submerge in orange juice without 
drowning, export children to 
neighbors 
without conscience.

I learned that the English flu 


virus is ;i bastard relative of the 
Hong Kong flu of 1%8. which in 
turn was an offshoot of the Asian 
flu of 1957. neither of which was 
nearly as severe as the Spanish 
flu of 1918 which killed 21 million 
persons around the world, 
including 500.000 Americans 
Knowing I wasn't going to die 
was reassuring. 


The gentleman who gave me 


the above information is Dr. 
Robert 
Webster, associate 


member in virology and im- 
munology at St. Jude Children's 
Research Hospital. Memphis. 
Tenn . who recently returned 
from Red China where he con- 
ferred with medical research 
scientists on the hot topic in 
virology, what will be the next 
worldwide flu strain, and when 
and where is it likely to break 
out. 


If the law of averages holds up. 


f h e 
next 
international flu 


epidemic seems likely to take 
place in 1977 or 1978. believed Dr. 
Webster, since pandemic strains 


of influenza virus crop up roughly 
every decade. He believes this 
may be because, after an 
epidemic, the population in part 
becomes immune, the next year a 
few more become infected, and 
at the end of iO years the entire 
population is immune to the 
original strain. Then new strain 
pops into the picture, and. said 
Dr. Webster, 
"you've got 


nothing to protect the world pop- 
ulation with. By the time you've 
prepared the vaccines, the thing's 
gotten halfway around the world 
and it's too late." 


Virologists the world over keep 


all strains of viruses in a frozen 
state so that, should a strain 
recur, the scientists immediately 
have a source for protective 
vaccine ithe virus is revived, and 
i n j e c t e d 
into embryonated 


chicken eggs, where it prows 
nici'lv. 


"This is because viruses do 


recur — many years after their 
f i r s t appearance." said Dr. 
Webster. "The Hong Kong flu. 
for example, was here in 1890. 
The English flu now making the 
rounds is an offshoot of the Hong 
Kong. It you'd been vaccinated 
this year with the Hong Kong 
preventive, you would get 
marked, swift anti-body reaction 
to ease your bout with English 
flu." 


All doctors are aware of the 


1918 s t r a i n of 
i n f l u e n z a , 


sometimes called Spanish Flu, 
which struck down so many in 
1918. because "there were no 
antibiotics then to combat secon- 
dary symptoms, and because 
there was something intrinsic in 
that strain which was particularly 
virulent." said Dr Webster. "One 
of our concerns, since history 
fends to repeat itself with flu, is 
that that strain might come again

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Cooperation A Key Factor 


It's a refreshing approach that Mrs. Jan 


Gauger. the newly-elected commissioner, brings 
to county government. Performance can't be 
judged on the basis of one interview, but her 
attitude, at least, bodes well for the future. 


Mrs. Gauger. thought to be the first woman 


elected county commissioner 
in Nebraska, 


believes that progress and change can be brought 
about "if people can just sit down and talk things 
over." Communication and cooperation are the 
key factors, she feels. She also is realistic enough 
to know that major change often takes time, but 
she seems to be progressive enough to know that 
you have to make a start. 


After Mrs. Gauger was sworn in and the 


board was organized last week, the three 
commissioners announced some procedural 
changes, including advanced publication of the 


board's agenda and a change to afternoon 
meetings. Not drastic overhauls of procedure, but 
important nevertheless, and something the board 
should have moved to a long time ago. It's hoped 
that this is indicative of a new spirit of coopera- 
tion among the board members. 


Mrs. Gauger is also looking forward to 


cooperation within the board and among other 
elected county officials when it comes to debating 
other changes, especially in the areas of 
purchasing, personnel and county-wide zoning, 
areas which concerned the new commissioner 
during her campaign for the post. 


For the present, however, the best change is 


the new atmosphere in which the commissioners 
hopefully Will be able to "just sit down and talk 
things over." That will be kind of a new 
experience for the county board. 


Cabinet Reorganized Anyway 


In the last session. Congress failed to take 


action on President Nixon's proposals to 
streamline the federal government and reduce the 
number of executive departments. 


Some of the proposals will be reintroduced 


during the current session, but the President 
jumped the gun and decided not to wait for 
Congress in one area. Although presidential 
assistant John Ehrlichman insists the move "isn't 
even half a loaf" of what was hoped for. it still 
parallels the cabinet reorganization that the 
President wanted Congress to approve. Last week 
Nixon named three cabinet members as 
presidential counselors with sweeping powers that 
cut across department bounds. Joining Treasury 
Secretary George Schultz who last month was given 
wide responsibility for all foreign and domestic 
economic affairs were Sec. of Agriculture Earl 
But/., placed in charge of natural resources. Health. 
Education and Welfare Secretary-designate Caspar 
W. Weinberger, human resources and Housing and 
Urban Development Secretary-designate James T. 
Lynn, community development. So the President 


got his super cabinet anyway, by executive order 
rather than congressional approval. 


The new appointments prompted one member 


of Congress. Sen. Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut, to ask for Senate hearings to deter- 
mine whether the reorganization poses "any 
threats to the rights and responsibilities of 
Congress." 


Ribicoff s fear is that the super secretaries in 


their new roles as presidential counselors will 
invoke executive privilege and refuse to testify 
before congressional committees. The White House 
maintains that executive privilege will not extend 
to the secretaries' roles as cabinet officers. 


The possibility exists, of course, that they will 


be doing more while wearing their counselor hats 
than they do as cabinet officers with the result that 
more power will be concentrated in the White 
House and the policy-makers will not be compelled 
to answer questions about their policies. 


What it adds up to is that the United States has 


an administration governing it that is possessed of 
an autocratic flavor such as the nation has never 
experienced before.

To Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am told 


there are doctors who take oft' 
cataracts from the eyes with 
needles, no surgery. Is this true? 
— N.H. 


There is a new technique which 


uses a very rapidly vibrating 
needle-like instrument 
that 


liquifies the lens of the eye (the 
cataract) so it can be sucked out. 


The error is in thinking that 


this is "not surgery." It still is 
surgery. 


Recovery time is reported to be 


much shorter than the older 
techniques, but the method is 
new, and being done, last I heard, 
in less than a score of cities. Eye 
surgeons are still in dispute over 
whether it will displace 
conventional methods. The in- 
strument used is quite costly. 


Where Is The Gain? 


NEW YORK - Dr. Kissinger is 


in Paris again, and if he is 
genuinely in search of a com- 
promise settlement of the war 
rather than a negotiated victory, 
everyone must wish him well. 
But what, it is fair to ask. has 
been gained since he and 
President Nixon broke off the 
talks in mid-December and 
launched 
the massive carpet- 


bombing of Hanoi'.' 


Perhaps North Vietnam really 


will prove to have been bombed 
into submission at last, or 
perhaps Moscow and Peking are 
so anxious for trade and good 
relations with the United States 
t h a t they will push t h e i r 
dependent ally into settlement. 
On the other hand, perhaps North 
Vietnamese defiance and anti- 
aircraft weaponry have finally- 
convinced Washington that aerial 
attack on N'orth Vietnam cannot 
win the war in South Vietnam. 


If any of that is true, some kind 


of peace can be speedily had. But 
nothing in the history of the war 
makes it likely that Hanoi will 
submit, either to the B-52's or the 
urgings of its allies. Nor has there 
been the faintest hint from 
Washington that its faith in its 
military might has finally wilted. 


Instead, as Dr. Kissinger and 


Le Due Tho again confront each 
other, the best available evidence 
suggests 
that at least the 


sovereignty issue still stands 
between them as a major barrier 
to peace. If it had been resolved, 
or if it had not been a primary 
problem in December, 
it is 


unlikely that Pham Dang Lam. 
the South Vietnamese delegate to 
the Paris conference, would have 
said so pointedly at Thursday's 
meeting that peace could come 
"only if North Vietnam and 
South Vietnam respect each 
other's territorial integrity and 
sovereignty." 
Nor would 


President Thieu be sending a 
high-level lobbying mission to 
Washington to support his stand 
to a wavering Congress. 


If the sovereignty issue 


remains, then the central ques- 
tion still is what it appeared to be 
in December — will Nixon agree 
with Hanoi to sign a settlement 
Thieu will not accept but instead 
denounces as one that means the 
destruction of his country? After 
maintaining the war for four 
years, precisely to give the Saigon 
regime "a chance" to survive, 
will Nixon take a step now that 
would almost surely mean its 
rapid dissolution? 


His own cryptic remark to 


congressional leaders — that he 
would insist on a "proper kind of 
settlement" — does not 
encourage hope that he is ready 
to yield on such a major issue. 


In fact, it is hard to see how the 


Christmas bombing campaign 


can have done anything but make 
it harder for the two sides in 
Paris to agree, either on the 
October draft or on a revised 
version of it. Violence does not 
usually bring people closer; 
rather it drives them apart and 
prevents agreement, unless the 
more violent side wins absolute 
domination. 


In this instance, if the United 


States were now to drop the 
demands for concessions 
that 


Kissinger was making in 
November and December, it 
would not only be a tacit admis- 
sion that the massive bombing 
campaign had failed, and so 
much death and destruction had 
been for nothing. It would also 
create the kind of impression of 
which Nixon seems most afraid 
— that his will had failed, that 
there is some limit to his ability 
and willingness to use his power. 


But if the North Vietnamese 


were to make the demanded 
concessions, or any substantial 
part of them, it would seem 
obvious to the world that they 
had 
been 
bombed 
into 


submission. 
Psychologically, 


therefore, it is altogether likely 
that Le Due Tho will be less 
willing than ever to reconstruct 
the October draft to satisfy Nixon 
and Thieu.

namese defiance may be 
strengthened by the belief that 
Congress is about to force Nixo'n 
out of the war. That Congress 
might actually do so is most 
unlikely. 


Cutting off funds for military 


operations in progress is the most 
difficult 
political task 
that 


Congress could undertake; it has, 
in fact, never been done and 
probably won't be now by a 
Congress in which Republicans 
and southern Democrats are still 
powerful. Every day that passes 
without bombing and with talks 
going on in Paris will lessen the 
emotion of the issue, Ronald 
Ziegler's repeated 
warnings 


against weakening Nixon while 
negotiations are in progress will 
affect wavering members; and 
every congressman and senator 
will be well aware that to take 
Nixon's war away from him, 
however necessary it may be 
morally, would be a severe 
political and diplomatic blow to a 
president with four years still to 
serve. 


Congressional 
disapproval

I 
thought it was just a little more 
Vitamin C. — Mrs. F.s. 


I gather from your brief note 


that somebody has been trying to 
convince you that "you shouldn't 
drink orange juice." For what 
purpose. I can't imagine. The 
orange juice will, indeed, give 
you some added Vitamin C. plus 
a certain amount of natural sugar 
and some useful odds and ends of 
minerals. 


Unless you happen to be 


allergic to oranges (a few people 
are) I can't see what harm you 
might encounter. Oh. a few 
patients may have to avoid citrus 
fruits for some special conditions, 
but those are exceptions rather 
than the rule. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: It's really 


amazing how many people have 
the notion that if you play with 
toads, you'll get warts. I know 
this to be a fallacy as I have 
handled toads from the time I 
was a child and even today, when 
my four children bring toads to 
me, I hold them with no after- 
effects. It is my way of thinking 
that warts are caused by some 
sort of virus. Incidentally some 
neighbor children have warts and 
the doctors recommended some 
kind of nitrogen. Would you 
elaborate on the use of nitrogen? 
-S.A. 


You're right about toads. The 


poor little critters probably got a 
bad name because they look so 
warty — but warts come from a 
virus, not from toads. 


Liquid nitrogen, which 


approaches absolute zero in 
temperature, sometimes is used 
in a freezing technique, mainly 
for plantar warts on the soles of 


bartender and on his feet all day. 
What is the best way of treating 
this? Would it be better to soak 
his feet in hot water or cold? — 
Mrs. A.C. 


Such a growth of callus on the 


feet has to be the result of 
abnormal pressure on the feet. 


Overweight can be one big 


factor. (How much does he 
weigh0) So can faulty shoes. 
Maybe he just hasn't been fitted 
properly. 


But from the sound of the 


situation, 
I would strongly 


suspect some structural defect in 
his feet, with urgent need for 
special shoes or some correctly- 
designed support. 


In brief, I doubt if he stands a 


prayer of getting over his trouble 
until he has the situation 
analyzed by an expert, which 
means going to a podiatrist or 
orthopedist. 


Soaking his feet in hot water 


will relieve the soreness and 
muscle spasm temporarily, but it 
won't do a thing to get at the 
basic trouble.

At noon, interruptible con- 


tract customers of the gas 
supplier, Northwestern Public 
Service Co., were ordered to 
switch to standby fuel, in most 
eases fuel oil. 


The major fuel oil dealer 


locally, Tim Grantham, said 
he was looking for additional 
supplies and hoped to be able 
to get at least a couple of 
tank wagon loads soon — about 
10.000 gallons. 


Darrell Worey, manager of 


Northwestern Public Service, 
indicated that in an average 
winter, interruptible customers 
must go on standby fuel about 
five days. The sixth day this 
winter began at noon Mon- 
day. 


Northwestern Public Service 


has 25 interruptible customers 
in Kearney and all but nine 
reported having a five-to-14- 
day supply of oil or propane 
gas on hand.

Opening lead — king of clubs. 
Let's assume you're in four 


spades and West starts out with 
the K-A of clubs. East playing 
the 8-2 to show a doubleton. 
When West continues with the 
jack, you ruff in dummy with 
the nine, which East overruffs 
with the jack. Having lost three 
tricks, you are obliged — in the 
fullness of time — to try the 
heart finesse. When this fails, 
you finish down one. 


If you are of an inquisitive 


nature and start to wonder 
whether or not the hand could 


have been made, you can 
quickly discover that you could 
have — and should have — 
made the hand. 


It all goes back to trick three, 


when West led the jack of clubs 
and you ruffed high in dummy 
and got overruffed by East. 
Instead of trumping the third 
round 
of clubs in dummy, 


hoping that East would be 
unable to overtrump, it would 
have been wiser to discard a 
heart from dummy. 


For practical purposes, this 


would have insured the con- 
tract. Whatever West played 
next, you would draw trumps as 
rapidly as possible, cash the A- 
K of diamonds and A-K of 
hearts, then cash the queen o) 
diamonds and discard dummy's 
last heart, thus causing the 
heart loser to disappear. 


It may seem strange that the 


best way of playing the hand is 
to make no effort whatever to 
win the third round of clubs 
when there is obviously 
chance of winning the trick by 
ruffing high in dummy. 


But that is clearly the right 


thing to do under the cir- 
cumstances, for, by doing so, 
you eliminate all chance of 
losing a heart trick later on. The 
long-term view of winning the 
contract takes precedence over 
the short-term view of winning 
the trick.

association issued Monday. 


The American H o s p i t a l 


Association, with headquarters 
in Chicago approved the bill 
of rights as a national policy 
statement after a three-year 


study by its board cf trustees 
and four consumer represen- 
tatives. 


Though a hospital will not 


lose accreditation K it rejects 
the policy, the association ex- 
pects that its 7,000-member 
institutions 
will 
adopt 
the 


statement and make copies 
available to all patients. 


Among the major points that 


the statement aifirms are the 
rights 
to considerate a n d 


respectful care, privacy of a 
patient's cwn medical care 
program, confidentiality of his 
medical records, a c l e a r 


understanding of which doctor 
is in charge cf his over-all 
care, the options that exist for 
treatment of his condition, and 
if experimentation is involved 
in such therapies. 


Most 
of 
the 
statement's 


points have been put forth here 
and there. For example, in 
1961, the American Medical 
Association's legal department 
said that "a patient has the 
right to withhold his consent 
to lifesaving treatment" and 
impose his own conditions on 
his therapy. But this statement 
was made to doctors in a 


widely 
p u b l i c a t i o n not 
available to patients. 


What the hospital association 


has done is to collect the most 
commonly 
questioned 
situa- 


tions and put them in one 
document for the benefit of 
hospitalized patients.

I was at the wrong end. No one knew I existed because 


our other end was Don Hutson." As even the most backward 
student should know, the fleet Hutson went on to become 
a legend with the Green Bay Packers while Bryant later gained 
fame of a different sort as coach of his Alma Mammy. 


If the situation is not that exact with the Miami Dolphins, 


the elements of similarity are there to a certain degree. 
Howard Twilley can be described as "the other end." The 
pass catcher everybody notices, of course, is Paul Warfield. 
He has the blazing speed, the tricky moves and the sticky 
fingers that Hutson had. If Twilley erupts in less spectacular 
style, he still erupts with sufficient frequency to gain recogni- 
tion as one of the league's superior wide receivers. 


The Dolphins were introduced to California sunshine Mon- 


day, a lower grade of sunshine and warmth than they are 
used to getting in Miami. They limbered up this morning 
at Blair Field which happens to serve during the regular 
season as the practice field of the Los Angeles Rams A 
couple of hours later the Washington Redskins flexed their 
muscles at the ball park of the California Angeles in Anaheim. 
No work of consequence was done by either team during 
the open house sessions. But they did bring attention to 
the fact that the contestants are on the scene and about 
to begin flanking approaches toward the Super Bowl in the 
Los Angeles Coliseum on Sunday. 


Twilley will be trotting on the field with the offensive 


platoon and will be ready to deliver damage to the Redskin 
cause. Because he is one of the least prepossessing of all 
the Dolphins and because he keeps reclaiming the job he 
was presumed to have lost at the start of each season, 
he has an extra appeal and fascination. He is on the smallish 
side at 5-10 and 180. He's comparatively slow. But he catches 
the clutch passes and makes the clutch plays. 


"I don't outrun anyone," said Twilley, a quizzical flicker 


in his trusting blue eyes. "Warfield does. That's the salient 
difference between us. He's much faster, a deeper threat 
and a better runner once he gets the ball. Paul is a great 
receiver. I'm not. I just don't have his natural 
ability." 


If he is as nntalented as he infers, he sure is fooling an 
awful lot of people. 


Coach Don Shula, a smart and discerning man, decided 


at training camp in 1970 that Willie Richardson, a former 
all-pro, should replace Twilley. He did for a few games. 
A year later Otto Stowe, the top draft choice, was named 
to take over the assignment. He didn't last long either. 
This season Marlin Briscoe, previously the leading pass catcher 
in the conference, was to do it. But Twilley delivered two 
clutch catches in the closing minutes against Minnesota to 
set up the winning touchdown. He had returned for keeps. 


"Warfield and Twilley complement each other," said Shula. 


"What pleases me most, perhaps, is that each is an exceptional 
blocker and that's something a lot of i'ans don't realize. 
Although Howard doesn't have Paul's speed he has quickness 
and strength. It's going to be worth the price of admission 
to see him battling against Pat Fischer, the Redskin cor- 
nerback." Shula's eyes glistened at the prospect. 


So did Twilley's. "That's a fine match-up." he said. "Pat 


Fischer and me. He's one guy who isn't bigger than me. 
But he hits a ton and I have a lot of respect for him. 
The Redskins mix zone and man-for-man defenses 
pretty 


good and this will be a real dogfight in a very physical 
game. 


"I've 
always felt, though, that the receivers take too 


much credit. The quarterbacks deserve more than they get. 
I've been playing for so long under Bob < Griese that he 
can anticipate my every move. We have such a sense of 
timing between us. And this year Earl Morrall picked up 
the same thing fast." 


"I've always believed," said Griese, "that a team plays 


as it practices. We never loaf in practice. The receivers 
run their patterns hard and precisely. That makes it easier 
for the passers to know just where to hit them." 


"Another thing about Twilley," said Morrall, "is that 


he has such good moves. The passer only has to get the 
ball near him. He'll catch it — somehow.' 


Because the Dolphins have emphasized their booming ball 


carriers over their passing attack, the Warfield and Twilley 
statistics are considerably short of sensational. But whenever 
the crunch is on, Twilley has an uncanny ability of shifting 
into the clear and coming up with the big play, just as 
he did against the Jets this year. It even could happen 
in the Super Bowl.

Fischer Provides Hope For NFL's little Guys' Cage Style 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
— Little guys 


generally have one thing in common. 


Deep down, they all think they're as good 


as the big guys. They even think they can 
beat them. 


That's what makes Pat Fischer so different. 
He does. 
Pat Fischer prevails over rivals 70 pounds 


heavier and half a foot bigger every Sunday, 
and I wouldn't be a bit surprised if the same 
thing happens in the Super Bowl here next 
Sunday. 


You have to see Pat Fischer to believe 


him. He makes his living two ways —as a 
5-9, 168 pound corner back with the Washington 
Redskins and as a 5-9, 168 pound stock broker 
with Hornblower, Weeks, Hemphill and Noyes 
and Company in Washington. 


The 33-year-old Fischer does a good job 


for the brokerage, but an even better one 
for the Redskins. That's where most people 
know him best from, anyway. 


It's difficult, nearly impossible, to go out 


and watch the Redskins without becoming im- 
mediately aware of Fischer. 


The first thing you notice about the ex-Ne- 


braskan is his size, the second is his remarkable 
aggressiveness and the third is his incredible 
ability to bring down the John Brockingtons, 


the John Biggins, the Calvin Hills and 
whomever without getting killed. 


Fischer is used to people asking him who 


he keeps from being dismembered. 


"I tell them the work a comerback has 


to do doesn't necessarily depend on his size," 
says the Redskins' 12-year-man who'll be going 
up against the likes of Miami's Larry Csonka, 
Jim Kiick and Mercury Morris next Sunday. 


"They ask me how 1 get by being so small," 


says Fischer, laughing. "If they had the list 
of creditors I did, they'd understand how easy 
it is for me to go out on Sunday and survive. 
I have to pay these people somehow." 
Fischer never thinks about getting hurt. 
"If I thought about getting hurt, I'd be 


afraid, and if I was afraid, I'd have to give 
up something in timing," he says. "For any 
professional athlete to be successful he has 
to have poise, which is a result of good timing, 
and I rely on that as a vital part of the 
way I play." 


Named to the Pro Bowl three times since 


coming into the NFL with the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1961, Fischer actually sees his 
size as an advantage.

at 6-5 and 6-6," he says. "When t h e y pull 
out and have to block me, they have to get

"The novice in the stands, 
the person who has never seen a football 
game before or knows very little about the 
game, knows immediately anytime I make 
a mistake. Everybody in the stands knows 
it. It's out in the open for everyone to see. 


"A defensive back like I am takes one 


step the wrong way and he's finished. The 
other players on your team recognize it; the 
fans recognize it, and then all week long 


you're 
constantly 
remined 
oi 
it 
watch- 


ing the film. At times the pressure is al- 
most overwhelming, and an integral part of 
being a good defensive back is being able 
to come back after you've been beaten. Look, 
you're going to have people catch passes on 
you. There isn't anyway you can play pro- 
fessionally today and not be beaten sometime.' 


As for the Dolphins, Fischer says they're 


so good they don't really need his endorsement. 
That doesn't mean he is awed by someone 
like Csonka. 


"My concern is his size," says Fischer. 


"If he can get turned up field, he's a difficult 
person to tackle. He's 240 pounds, but the 
idea will be to tackle him as low as possible, 
get him by one leg. If I can do that, I 
can get him down." 
Pat Fischer can and has. He's so good 


at his job, people keep noticing him all the 
time. President Nixon knows all about him, 
although he has never phoned him. 
" I wish he would," says Fischer, quite 


seriously. "I believe I could make some 
recommendations to him that would help his 
economic program." 


Knowing what I know about Pat Fischer, 


I believe that. 


He uses his brain a lot more than his 


muscle.
